Dubcek *s standing with the Czechoslovak popula- 
tion remains high, however, and the US Eitibassy be- 
lieves that the Soviets would risk serious public 
reaction or at least a reduced willingness to comply 
with the Moscow accord if tliey insist on Dubcek 's 
ouster. 


The US military attache in Prague reported that 
large Soviet forces moved out of Prague on the night 
of 11-12 September, and there are almost no Soviet 
troops and tanks remaining in the city. He said that
